WHEREAS, Cook County Animal and Rabies Control Administrator Dr. Dan G. Parmer 
was honored on December 4, 2006 when he received the Anti-Cruelty Society’s Rose Fay 
Thomas Special Recognition Award for his tireless dedication to animal welfare and the 
advancement of humane education; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer’s extraordinary and distinguished career spans over five 
decades and is punctuated by countless honors and awards for his myriad contributions to 
Veterinary Public Health and Food Hygiene and Safety. He was awarded the University 
of Illinois Special Service Award in 2002 and he has held the Chairmanship of the 
Illinois State Veterinary Medical Association since 2002. Dr. Parmer has been appointed 
to the American Veterinary Medical Association Animal Welfare Committee since 2000; 
and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer graduated from Auburn University in 1950 with a 
Doctorate in Veterinary Medicine. He entered private practice in Galveston, Texas from 
1950 to 1954 where he discovered Bartonella in cattle, a first in North America. Dr. 
Parmer then served as Public Health Officer for the U.S. Air Force Veterinary Corps (in 
both Base and Staff) from 1954 to 1959 where he taught and directed Public Health and 
Food Hygiene and also directed Occupational Medicine, Facilities Sanitation and 
Communicable Disease Control. Dr. Parmer also developed the U.S. Air Force High 
Altitude In-Flight Feeding Program; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer was a consultant for the Veterinarian Division of Eli 
Lilly in Washington, D.C. from 1959 to 1962 and owned and directed an A.A.H.A. 
member hospital, “Scottsdale Animal Clinic,’’ from 1962 to 1983; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer held the position of Chief Veterinarian for the City of 
Chicago and Deputy to the Executive Director of the Department of Animal Care and 
Control from 1973 to 1988. He was also a consultant to the Chicago Department of 
Health in Rabies, Zoonosis and Hygiene matters; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer was loaned from the Department of Animal Care and 
Control from 1988 to 1992 at the request of Mayor Harold Washington to direct “The 
Disease Outbreak Control Center,” which he co-developed. Under the direction of Dr. 
Parmer, the center became one of the best food protection groups in the United States; 
and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer’s extensive expertise led to his election in 1990 to the 
American Veterinary Medical Association Safety Committee where he serves to this day. 
He was a member of the American Veterinary Medical Association Council on 
Veterinary Public Health and Regulatory Medicine from 1993 to 1997. Dr. Parmer has 
been a strong advocate for Food Safety involving the consumer and is a huge proponent 
of the Farm to the Fork Policy of Food and Dairy Protection; and 

WHEREAS, Dr. Dan G. Parmer has admirably served the citizens of Cook County and 
its animal population since 1998 as the Administrator for the Cook County Animal and 
Rabies Control Department. He is a member of the National Animal Control 
Association, the Society of Animal Welfare Administrators and the American 
Association of Animal Welfare Veterinarians. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County does hereby congratulate Dr. Dan G. Parmer and heartily thanks him for his 
tireless efforts on behalf of animal welfare; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to 
Dr. Dan G. Parmer in recognition of his lifelong commitment to animals and public 
safety and the high esteem in which he is regarded by the Members of the Board of Cook 
County Commissioners and let it also be spread upon the official proceedings of this 
Honorable Body.

WHEREAS, the Cook County Bureau of Health Services and its hospitals and clinics serve as the anchor 
for the safety net serving the metropolitan Chicago region’s ever-increasing number of uninsured or 
underinsured citizens, not only in Cook County, but also the neighboring collar counties; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Bureau of Health Services is facing a significant financial crisis, one that 
is not only a challenge for Cook County, but also for the entire metropolitan Chicago region and the state 
of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, this crisis is being exacerbated by the large and growing population of uninsured living 
throughout the region, federal budget cuts that continue to impact the Medicaid program, and escalating 
healthcare costs that continue to be as much as three times the overall rate of inflation; and 

WHEREAS, approximately 1.7 million people in Illinois, or nearly 16% are uninsured, and almost one- 
third of the total state population younger than age 65 are uninsured; and 

WHEREAS, more than 30% of Illinois’ uninsured live in Chicago and nearly 40% live in suburban Cook 
and the collar counties; and 

WHEREAS, the uninsured are generally less healthy, less likely to have a family physician, more likely 
to postpone receiving necessary health care and seek care at a hospital emergency room, thus further 
straining the health care safety net; and

WHEREAS, the problem of the uninsured is a complex problem that impacts all of our society and 
requires national and state solutions; and 

WHEREAS, it is no longer feasible for Cook County to provide care for the indigent population both 
within and outside its borders, without considerable and increased assistance from other governments, 
providers, insurers and health care stakeholders; and 

WHEREAS, these and other factors will cause Cook County’s health care crisis to worsen, thereby 
placing even greater strain on the Cook County Bureau of Health Services and jeopardizing access to care 
for those who depend on Cook County for their health care; and 

WHEREAS, these circumstances will likewise place an even greater strain on the region’s entire health 
care network, which includes private hospitals, clinics and other providers that also care for the uninsured, 
poor and indigent; and 

WHEREAS, in the coming months there will be an opportunity to address the problem of the uninsured 
as a number of proposals to expand health coverage to Illinois’ uninsured, including those recently 
recommended by the Illinois Adequate Health Care Task Force and others, will be debated in the Illinois 
General Assembly during the Spring 2007 legislative session.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall hereby establish a 
Subcommittee of the Health and Hospitals Committee which will be charged with the creation, oversight 
and implementation of said Cook County Metropolitan Regional Healthcare Network; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the purpose of the Cook County Metropolitan Regional Healthcare 
Network will be to evaluate the impact of the Bureau of Health Services’ operations on the public it 
serves and other health care providers; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Metropolitan Regional Healthcare Network will 
also make recommendations to the Cook County Board of Commissioners regarding the appropriate 
allocation of resources necessary to ensure that Cook County’s poor and indigent populations have access 
to timely and appropriate health care services.
